Over-Organization Sometimes Ruinous 
Laff-A-Day 


How often have many of us noticed that 
some sensible suggestion or some worth­ 
while project has been lost because of too 
many varying types of committees being 
called upon to deal with it? 
Doubtless a lot of us here in Fayette 
County can recall some of such happen­ 
ings in our own community. 
Perhaps either for our “good” or “bad” , 
the “committee” has become a rather 
solidly entrenched American institution 
Most of us can recall cases where an idea 
was seized upon and almost instantly be­ 
cam e “over-organized”. 
It appears to have become a fact that 
organizations of every conceivable kind, 
governmental, economic, social, frater­ 
nal, labor etc., seem obsessed with the no­ 
tion that it is necessary to appoint com­ 
mittees and sub-committees to deal with 
ell manner of subjects from the vital to 
the trivial. 
We must be fair enough to recognize 
that, in many, perhaps most cases, com­ 
mittees are necessary and do a reason­ 
ably good job. However, there are occa­ 
sions too often where committees can be­ 
come a menace. Today it is being pointed 
out that our national defense probably is 
one of those cases. 
Not long ago the Wall Street Journal in 
a feature article began with this s t a t e ­ 
ment, “ If America ever does succumb to 
the Soviet powers, historians will likely 
record as a contributing factor that t h e 
United States tried to defend itself with 
massed committees” . 
The committees in question run an ex­ 
ceedingly wide gamut. Some are made up 
of intellectuals, some of high-ranking 
service officers, some of businessm e n, 
some of bureaucrats, some of Congress­ 
men. They dominate this nation's defense 
effort, depress it, and delay it. That ob­ 
servation is backed by leaders in the de­ 
fense structure, especially those concern­ 
ed with missile development. 
Navy Secretary Gates, for instance, 
says that there are too many committees 
—’’too many groups with veto power, 


without responsibility.” Ger~ral Medaris, 
head of the Army’s ballistic missile pro- 
g r a rn, pleads that he is “over-commit- 
te<{.” General Irvine of the Air Force ob­ 
serves that committees “. . .sort of grow 
like weeds on the side of a road.” The 
head of a concern which has been given 
the job of designing an intercontinental 
chemical bomber says “ . . .it just seems 
every time I try to do something, I trip 
over a committee.” 
Some highly revealing evidence w a s 
given by Dr. Wernher von Braun, our top 
rocket expert, in testimony to Congress. 
He said that he and General Medaris had 
to leave their work at Huntsville, Ala­ 
bama, and go frequently to Washington to 
attend committee hearings. Asked if these 
hearings w e r e constructive, Dr. v o n 
Braun said “ Ithink we have too many. .” 
Then asked if the committee system im­ 
peded his work, he answered “Yes, def­ 
initely.” In subsequent testimony he add­ 
ed, in effect, that many members of the 
committees he has to deal with are bril­ 
liant experts in their particular fields, but 
are at a loss in dealing with various prob­ 
lems and developments involved in mis­ 
silery. 
The natural question to ask is why the 
committee system has gone to such ex­ 
tremes. The Wall Street Journal article 
provides an answer. The main r e a s o n 
seems to be that “the arms race has be­ 
come a science race, and military offic­ 
ers and officials no longer approach their 
problems with assurance — even when 
they have hired able scientists to develop 
the weapons of the future. Grasping f o r 
certainty, they enlist batteries of Ph.D. 
outsiders to give advice.” 
At any rate, it certainly seems that far 
too many cooks now are stirring the de­ 
fense broth. Committees have been piled 
on committees to a bewildering degree. 
Various solutions are offered, and are be­ 
ing considered by a group of consultants 
appointed by Defense Secretary McElroy. 
This group, Mr. McElroy emphasized “is 
not a committee.” Its job is to come up 
with a sound reorganization program. 


W ho Makes Decisions? 


O r d e r l y government it the 
product of long trial and error, 
resulUng in a system .vhich is 
understood by those who work 
with it and is generally accepted 
Our system is outlined in the 
Constitution, is implemented by 
acta of Congress and the deci- 
stout of the courts, particularly 
the Supreme Court. 
U ta an interesting system be­ 
cause it permits the greatest de­ 
gree of human liberty by delib­ 
erately sacrificing the power of 
the government to rule by flat, 
which has usually been the meth­ 
od of rulers. 
Instead, the Constitution estab­ 
lished a system of checks and 
balances so that absolute power 
is lodged nowhere and rn no per­ 
son.

Carnal Abdel Nasser has opened J 
his battle for complete mastery 
of the Arab East. 
Charges that King Saud of Saudi I 
Arabia plotted against Nasser and 
his United Arab Republic — and 
the manner in which the charges 
were made—indicate there will be 
no quarter given and none expect­ 
ed in this developing war between 
two sets of Arab rulers. 
The instrument for N a s s e r’s 
initial attack was Lt. Col. Abdul 
Hamid Serraj, the Syrian arm y’s 
young, bulky, blue-jawed chief of 
intelligence, who claims he was 
offered a huge bribe to see to it 
that Nasser died in an attack on 
his plane. 
The charges are fantastic. It is 
asking the outside world to sw al­ 
low a great deal to suppose that 
so shrewd a leader as Saud would 


attempt to subvert Serraj, of all 
people. Serraj is known through 
out the Arab East for his fanati­ 
cal devotion to Nasser and the 
extremes of Arab nationalism

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First Concrete Bridge 50 Years Old 


HISTORIC BRIDGE •• The first big concrete bridge span In Fayette County Is 50 years old this year. 
It crosses Paint Creek on Milliken Ave., and cost $5,160.

It is now SO y e a n since the first 
large concrete bridge was built in 
F ayette County — over Paint Creek 
en Milliken Ave. 
The 100-foot span was built at 
• cost of $5,160 by Addison Hays 
and von. Frank, from plans and 
specifications made by Frank M. 
Kennedy, w1w for many years 
was Fayette County’s engineer, 
•r “surveyor” as the official was 
called in those days. 
Apparently 
the 
s t r u c t u r e , 
tlthough in need of repairs under­ 
neath to cover some of the rein 
forcing steel exposed by years of 
deterioration, Is good for m a n y 
m ore years. 
The bridge is 20 feet in width, 
and has two piers. It was construct­ 
ed to perm it m any tim es norm al 
flow of the stream during f l o o d 
periods, yet the floor was nearly 
subm erged by w ater during the 
m em orable flood of M arch, 1913, 
when 13 inches of rain fell within a 
ft ar days. 
At that time water flowed over 
Millikan Ave. most of its length 
lo a depth up to two feet or more, 
and also spilled around the south 
end of the 
bridge 
and 
nearly 
crossed Paint St. east of where 
the former passenger station is 
located. 
But the bridge is securely an­ 
chored with abutm ents and piers 
extending m any feet below the bed 
•f the stream , and the piers are 
protected by walls extending back 
Into the em bankm ents. 
• • • 
I WATCHED the work when It 
w as being done, and recall that ex­ 
cavating was by hand. Horse-drawn 
•coops were used to move earth 


under the bridge and clear t h e 
creek channel for the new struc­ 
ture. 
Addison Hays w as la ter county 
com m issioner for two term s, but 
the bridge he and his son built, as 
I recall it, was the only span of its 
aute they ever constructed. 
I recall that a great deal of In­ 
terest was shown hi the bridge 
as work on It progressed, and be­ 
cause it was something new, en­ 
gineers from other counties vis­ 
ited here ami Inspected the struc­ 
ture during its building and aft­ 
erward. 
The am ount of reinforcing steel 
built into the bridge was probably 
more than used in some structures 
today, hut Engineer Kennedy made 
am ple allowance for strength that 
would take care of heavy loads, 
such as have passed over it fre­ 
quently ever since it was built. 
• • • 


THE NAME of the builder and 
date — 190g-were placed in the 


south end of the bridge, on the east 
wing of the structure. 
The bridge form erly spanning 
Paint Creek at the point where the 
historic structure stands, was m ade 
of piling and was sim ilar to those 
out - moded piling bridges across 
the stream under the B & 0 and 
DT&I railroads, which are a con­ 
stant m enace to property during 
flood tim es. They catch much drift 
and cause the w ater to back up in 
the stream as was the case during 
the m em orable 1913 flood. 
At the present tim e such a bridge 
would cost many tim es the $5,160 
expended for the structure. 
Engineers today, 
as result of 
years of experience with concrete 
construction, would use some dif­ 
ferent methods than those of 50 
years ago. 
Clark Rowe, Jam es Ford 
and 
John M. Jones were com m ission-1 
ers when the bridge was authoriz­ 
ed and built.
